I’m sure there are many people out there who collect the yearly issues of Spruce Dollars fro 
Prince George, British Columbia. 1 collect these issues and send in my order for each year’s 
issue. This year’s 2006 issue will soon be out, on the market, and I'll be sending away for it, as 
well. 

About the year 1983, the Prince George Chamber of Commerce, who issues these woods, 
began putting, on the wood, the “actual number” of the issue. The first issue that I have, in my 
collection, that has the ‘issue number’ on it is (No. 132. Northern Interior Wildlife Centre). 
The expiry date on this wood is Dec.3 1/83. Every wood issue from that date on , has an ‘issue 
number’ on it. 

Take a look at your last few yearly issues. I believe that an error has been made in the 
numbering and | sent an e-mail to the Chamber of Commerce, advising them of my belief, 
shortly after the year 2005 issue came out. I received no return response. 

My year 2003 Sled Dog Classic issue has the number 155 on it. My issue of the year 2004 
Silvertip Archers issue also has the number 155 on it. Should not that year 2004 wood 
Silvertip Archers have had the number 156 on it? Therefore the year 2005 wood Vintage Car 
Club would be number 157. My year 2005 Vintage Car Club has number 156 on it. 

What number will be on this year’s 2006 wood? Will it be number 157 or will it be, what I 
believe it should be, number 158? We’ll wait and see. Have I missed something here? If so, 
somebody please set me straight.

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ALBERNI VALLEY COIN CLUB’S 45'" ANNIVERSARY WOOD: by David Phillips 


ie In October of 2005, the Alberni Valley Coin Club celebrated its 45” anniversary. 

As has been the practice every five years, since the Club’s 30" anniversary, something of a 
numismatic nature was to be created and made available as a ‘commemorative’ item for 
distribution by the Club. 

A number of options were considered, e.g. metal tokens/medallions, paper script, encased 
pennies and wood tokens. 

Wooden tokens were finally decided upon and three hundred were ordered from Norm 
Belsten’s hot stamping Co. These were received in time for distribution in October, thanks to 
Norm’s quick work. Each Club member was given one, while many were given out to the 
public by co-operating merchants and the Club still retained a number. This brings the number 
of woods the Club has issued, over the years, to three (1995, 2000, & 2005 yF 

The design on the reverse is one that the Club has used before on its 35” 
anniversary wood (1995). The mountain, in the background, is typical of 
the mountain ( Mt. Arrowsmith ), that overlooks Port Alberni. The trees 
are typical of the forest around Port Alberni and are the mainstay of the 
town’s industry e.g. logging, sawmilling and a paper mill (whose 
buildings and smokestacks can be made out on the right side foreshore of 
the design). The leaping salmon is a symbol of one of Port Alberni’s 
claim to fame — “The Salmon Capital Of The World” !!! 

pe In actual fact, Port Alberni annually hosts, on the labour day weekend, 
one of British Columbia’s largest, if not the largest, Salmon Fishing 
Derbies. The winning salmon is usually in the 45 pound range. ae
